One Bargaining 
Barrier Lifted 
By Khrushchev

Further clues on the chances 
for a treaty and on Soviet Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev’s objectives may 
be forthcoming with the return 
from Moscow of U.S. Ambassador 
Foy D. Kohler. He is due in Wash­ 
ington Wednesday. 
Kohler is bringing with him a 
new message for President Kene­ 
dy from the Soviet leader, pre­ 
sumably concerning the current 
test ban talks. They resume Tues­ 
day in New York, with U.S., So­ 
viet and British negotiators par­ 
ticipating. 
Nevada Tests Halted 
Khrushchev

Detection Difficult 
This declaration no doubt was

U.S.S.R. broke a three-year un­ 
written moratorium by resumed 
testing. 
The prospects for a test ban 
treaty hinge heavily on the issue 
of underground tests. Blasts in the 
atmosphere are relatively easy to 
detect. But without on-the-spot in­ 
spection there is no certain way

We will have to take a loss on it. 
“In the Denver area oil com­ 
panies sign contracts to supply 
gas customers who pay a premium 
price one cent a gallon over the 
m arket price to get thus stand-by 
service. 
“Some of tile Wisconsin inter- 
suptible rate gas customers are 
very large industrial fuel users. 
We had to call the Wisconsin Pub­ 
lic Service Commission and ex­ 
plain the situation and they told 
us to haul oil to them in the em er­ 
gency in trucks no matter whether 
they had been authorized by the 
commission to be in this business 
or not. 
“Industrial gas custom er in the 
Green Bay area have been cut 
off before, but in the last year and 
a half there has been a lot of con­ 
version from coal in the Wiscon­ 
sin River Valley mills.”
